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Wage talks collapse 


Nurses to pull out 
of emergency wards

Jerusalem Post Reporters 
Talks between the hospital nurses, 
the government and the Histadrut 
collapsed yesterday over the same 
issue which has been stumping them 
for two weeks: The nurses' uncom¬ 
promising demand for - and the 
government’s adamant opposition to 
-separate wage talks. 

In response, the nurses decided 
last night to pull nurses out of the

emergency wards as of 7 a.m. today. 
A similar action last week caused the 
government to issue emergency 
back-to-work orders, which were 
subsequently rescinded. 

Yesterday’s day-long negotiations 
were held in Tel Aviv under the aegis 
of Histadrut Trade Union Depart¬ 
ment chairman Haim Haberfeld. 
They broke down with both sides 
accusing the other of intransigence 
and "irresponsibility.” 

In government hospitals, patients 
suffered yesterday both from the 
nurses strike, today entering its third 
week, and from a 24-hour strike by 
custodial and administrative work¬ 
ers. 

Discharge and admission of pa¬ 
tients was severely disrupted in these

hospitals, as were cleaning and the 
preparation of food. Hospitals were 
forced to order food from outside or 
have volunteers prepare it. In some 
hospitals, such*as the Nahariya hos¬ 
pital and Kaplan in Rehovot, pa¬ 
tients went for hours without food. 

The administrative workers 
announced that they too. would 
abandon the hospitals completely in 
two weeks if nothing was done by 
then to meet their wage demands. 

Following yesterday's futile talks, 
the nurses called on Prime Minister 
Peres to meet with them personally 
to break through the stalemate. 

The Finance Ministry said in a 
statement released last night that ‘it 
would not give in to extortion’’ and 
that “it sees no point in continuing 
the negotiations at this time." 

Histadrut officials, while publicly 
assuming the role of an “honest 
broker," also expressed frustration 
with the nurses “intransigence." A 
Trade Union Department official 
told The Jerusalem Post last night: 
“They are trying to dictate to the 
entire country, while showing no 
consideration for the country's eco¬ 
nomic ci r cum stances. 1 ’ 

At yesterday’s cabinet session 
Health Minister Mordechai Gur said 
that no complaints had been lodged 
with bis Ministry concerning deaths 
of patients resulting from the strike.

Syrians 
in Beirut 
to bolster 
Shi’ites

BEIRUT. - Syria’s troop deploy¬ 
ment in West Beirut at the weekend 
seemed designed to bolster the 
Shi’ite Amal militia in its battle to 
break the PLO’s grip on local 
Palestinian refugee camps. Western 
observers said here yesterday. 

The observers 'added the Syrian 
moves were similar to those that 
preceded the 1976 Tel Zaatar epi¬ 
sode in which the Syrians killed 
hundreds of PLO fighters.during the 
initial stages of the Lebanese Civil 
War. 

Well-informed Israeli sources said 
last night thatit was too early to react 
to the Syrian deployment of an esti¬ 
mated 200 to 500 crack troops, be¬ 
cause of conflicting reports over the 
size of the contingent and its posi¬ 
tions. 

The IDF spokesman said Israel 
regarded the introduction of Syrian 
troops into Beirut as a change in the 
status quo that had existed since the 
Israel Defence Forces withdrew 
from the Lebanese capital in 1982, 
the IDF spokesman said last night. 

The IDF was closely monitoring 
the situation to see what would de¬ 
velop, the spokesman said.

Attorney-General to submit 
affidavits to back pardons

expected to submit affidavits to the 
High of Justice today in support of 
the manner in w hich the presidential 
pardons to the General Securities 
Services (Shin Bet) were granted. 

The High Court last week ordered 
the government to reply to applica¬ 
tions for writs on the issue of the 
pardons, within one week. It gave 
the govemement 14 days to reply to 
a number of other applications seek¬ 
ing an investigation into the entire 
affair surrounding the killing of two 
Palestinian terrorists in the April 
19S4 hijacking of an Egged bus into 
the Gaza strip. 

The High Court will base its deci¬ 
sion on whether to hear further argu¬ 
ments on the applications or dis¬ 
charge them, on the affidavits to be 
submitted today. 

Justice Ministry spokesman Elisha 
Zidon termed "ridiculous and 
absurd" reports that Harish was con¬ 
sidering an about face and advising 
the government to agree to a com¬ 
mission of inquiry in order to avoid 
the embarrassment of submitting 
affidavits on the other applications 


for orders nisi. 

There was some serious specula¬ 
tion yesterday at a meeting of the 
Labe.:- Ministers* caucus that Har¬ 
ish might well come to the cabinet 
saying he would have difficulty re¬ 
plying in the government's name to 
some of the elements in the various 
applications to the High Court. 
According to this speculation, Har¬ 
ish might himself suggest that the 
cabinet would do better to decide to 
set up a judicial commission of in¬ 
quiry. than to let the High Court rule 
against it. 

The contradictory cross-currents 
in the government were highlighted 
last night when Israel Television's 
•■Mabat” reported that government 
secretary Yossi Beilin had refused to 
sign the affidavit which had been 
prepared by Harish today. 

The Justice Ministry asked Beilin 
to sign the affidavit in the name of 
the government, which is normal 
procedure. Since he has refused, it 
appears that the affidavit will be 
signed by Justice Minister Yitzhak 
Moda'i, Mabat reported. 

No reason was given for Beilin’s 
refusal.

Arab publications may face 
closure for terrorist links

An East Jerusalem newspaper and 
magazine were warned yesterday 
ihat they might face closure because 
of alleged links with a Palestinian 
terrorist organization. 

The A l Slitkiil] newspaper and 
Al-AhJ magazine were notified by 
Raphael Levy. Jerusalem District 
representative in the Interior Minis¬ 
try . that he was considering closing 
them because they were "directed 
and operated" by the Popular Front 


for the Liberation of Palestine, 
headed by George Habash. 

Representatives of the publica¬ 
tions were ordered to appear next 
week at Levy’s office to answer the 
charges. 

The warning was the latest in a 
series of recent measures against 
East Jerusalem newspapers. Dis¬ 
tribution of the papers was twice 
delayed last week by the Judea and 
Samaria Civil Administration over 
suspected violations of censorship.

The Labour ministers' caucus de¬ 
cided yesterday to play down the 
political implications of Vice Pre¬ 
mier Shamir's role in the Shin Bet 
controversy, and let the legal im¬ 
plications only take precedence for 
the time being. 

At a meeting before the weekly 
cabinet session, Labour ministers 
decided unanimously not to bring 
the call of some of their members for 
a judidal commission of inquiry to a 
vote at the session which followed. 
Among their reasons was the aware¬ 
ness that the call would be defeated. 

Instead, the Labour ministers de¬ 
cided to wait and see what the High 
Court rules, and to take its cue from 
there. 

One of the Labour ministers who 
has been consistently vocal in calling 
for an inquiry, told the Post. “The 
High Court may yet do some of our 
work for us." 

Peres told his Labour colleagues: 
“The public has been given the im¬ 
pression that the issue is a party 
issue. We must do all we can to 
overcome that impression." 

Meanwhile. Supreme Court Jus¬ 
tice Aharon Barak has received two 
petitions by the families of the two 
terrorists allegedly beaten to death 
after the hijack. The petitioners 
asked the court to order an investiga¬ 
tion into the political echelon and of 
its role in the affair. 

According to the petitioners, Sha¬ 
mir must be subjected to a “full- 
scale” investigation in light of out¬ 
going Shin Bet Chief Avraham Sha¬ 
lom's statement in seeking a pres¬ 
idential pardon that he acted “on 
authroity and with permission." 

The petitions, filed by attorney 
Felicia Langer, claimed that the two 
men were not terrorists, but hos¬ 
tages in the hijacking. “They were 
not at all among the hijackers...and 
were taken as such without sufficient 
examination and investigation, or by 
a mistake on the part of the security 
forces called in to handle the bus 
incident," the petitions say. 

The petitioners want the High 
Court to open an investigation “to 
reveal the identities" of those who 
killed their relatives, in the hope that 
those responsible will be tried. 

Moshe Mann appointed

Bank Mizrahi yesterday 
appointed Moshe Mann to the 
vacant post of managing-director.

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China won’t let scientist 
speak at Israel conference

Chinese authorities have 
apparently refused to allow a leading 
Chinese chemist to participate in an 
international conference that 
opened yesterday in Jerusalem. 

Professor J. Cheng, of Hubei Uni¬ 
versity in Wuhan, was slated to 
address the Third Conference on 
Polymeric Supported Reactions "in 
Organic Chemistry. Some 140 scien-, 
tists from 20 countries are attending 
the conference at the Holyiand 
Hotel. Two other scientists from the 


same university sent in papers. 

Dr. Philip Hodge, an English par¬ 
ticipant in the conference, told The 
Jerusalem Post last night that he had 
last beard from Cheng two weeks 
ago. 

Cheng, who had expressed an avid 
interest in taking part in the confer¬ 
ence, told Hodge that he was having 
problems obtaining a passport and 
exit visa. 

“I have no doubt that the author¬ 
ities decided that be shouldn’t 
attend," Hodge said. 


MANILA. - Marcos loyalists 
launched a counter-revolution in 
the Philippines yesterday, proc¬ 
laiming's government backed by 
200 armed soldiers and marines 
under former foreign minister 
Arturo Tolentmo. 

President Corazon Aquino, on a 
trip to southern Mindanao with her 
key advisers, reacted calmly.. She 
sent a delegation of senior officers to 
negotiate with the rival government, 
holed up in the capital's luxurious 
Manila Hotel. 

The president accused Tolentino 
of sedition and said “charges could 
be filed against him." She is return¬ 
ing to Manila today. 

Her-Defence Minister, Juan 
Ponce Enrile, named to the same 
post in the cabinet announced by 
Tolentino as acting president for 
exiled Ferdinand Marais, was unim¬ 
pressed by the nomination. 

“I thank them for the offer but I 
am not looking for a new job," said 
Enrile, co-author of the military re¬ 
volt that toppled Marcos and instal¬ 
led Aquino as President in February. 

In a radio interview Enrile said: 
“We are discussing the situation with 
all senior armed forces officers but 
the power is not with us but with the 
people themselves." 

The people seemed in no hurry to 
rally to the Marcos cause. In Febru¬ 
ary they turned oat in hundreds of 
thousands to back the revolt which 
forced him to flee to Hawaii. 

Armed Forces Chief Gen. Fidel 
Ramos, who is accompanying 
Aquino, said the rebel troops were 
only a small group led by a disgrun¬ 
tled general and did not have the 
support of the rest of the armed 
forces. Ramos, also offered to keep 
his post by Tolentino. told a news

. capital, but tanks surrounded the 
Presidential Palace after rumours 
that military deserters backing 
Tolentino were planning to seize the 
palace compound.

President Aquino and is against 
efforts such as these to undermine it. 

“We understand that Gen. Ramos 
and Defence Minister Enrile are 
working closely with President 
Aquino to bring matters under con¬ 
trol," spokesman Joe Reap added. 

Apart from 5,000 Marcos loyalists 
who staged the rally which preceded 
the proclamation ofTolentino's gov¬ 
ernment, Mantians took the day's 
.events in their stride. 

They strolled in the Rizal Park, 
across the road from the Manila 
Hotel, or watched football on televi¬ 
sion as on any other Sunday. The 
airport was open. The only external 
sign of government reaction was the 
posting of loyal troops on all 
approaches to the Presidential 
Palace. 

Vice-President Salvador Laurel, 
in Spain on a three-day visit, said in 
Madrid that the rebellion coaid not 
succeed. “The rebel group is very 
small and dwindling." he told repor¬ 
ters on arrival. 

Of Toleatino. a 75-year-old 
lawyer, he said: “No one pays any 
attention to him." 

In a radio interview m Manila. 
Enrile said. “We are going to put our 
troops in' the (hotel) area to seal the 
place and contain it. and we sent a 
group composed of three senior 
officers...to talk to the military peo¬ 
ple in the building."

Bank of Israel Governor Michael Biuno has 
staked his prestige, and possibly his job, on the 
attempt to remove Discount Bank head Raphael 
Recanati. Yesterday's cabinet decision to defer 
Bruno’s request for authorization to proceed 
against Recanati is seen by government sources as 
significantly worsening Bruno’s position and im¬ 
proving Recanati's chances of remaining at his 
post. 

The governor's request was tabled by Finance 
Minister Moshe Nissim. 

Ministers on both sides of the argument claimed 
that they saw a cabinet majority emerging in their 
favour, but the role of Prime Minister Peres is 
considered the crucial swing factor. 

Peres abstained in yesterday’s vote, which was 
over a proposal to postpone further discussion of 
the issue until next Sunday, to give ministers time 
to "study the material." 

The postponement motion, tabled by Social 
Welfare Minister Moshe Katsav, was carried by 10 
votes to six.

BONN. - West Germany's Social 
Democratic Party (SPD) last night 
rejected allegations that it had laun¬ 
dered corporate donations to the 
party through an Israeli foundation 
linked to the Labour Party. 

The weekly Der Spiegel reported 
yesterday that West German indus¬ 
try had contributed millions of 
marks to the SPD through the Fried¬ 
rich Ebert Institute in Germany and' 
the Tel Aviv-based Peretz Naphtali 
Institute. 

Der Spiegel said the donations had 
been given to the German institute, 
which has close ties to the Social 
Democrats. The money was then 
allegedly transferred to the Peretz 
Institute’s Swiss bank account and 
channelled back to the SPD. 

The non-profit institutes had been 
used to avoid paying taxes on the 
donations, the weekly said. It 
quoted sources in die Bonn prosecu¬ 
tor’s office as saying the office was 
investigating die Social Democrat’s 
finances.

Pope hits ouster of 
Nicaraguan bishop 

MEDELLIN. Colombia (AFP). - 
Pope John Paul U Saturday strongly 
criticized Nicaragua's expulsion of 
conservative Bishop Pablo Antonio 
Vega, charging that it contradicted 
Managua’s “repeated affirmations 
of its desire for peaceful and respect¬ 
ful coexistence” with the Roman 
Catholic Church. 

Speaking at an open-air mass here 
the pope, who is on a visit to CoL 
ombia. described last week's expul¬ 
sion as “incredible” and said it recal¬ 
led “the dark ages” of relations 
between Managua and the Church 
“which one reasonably thought had 
passed.” 

Bishop Vega, vice-president of 
the Nicaraguan Episcopal Confer¬ 
ence and Bishop of Juigalpa. was 
arrested at his home Wednesday and 
deponed to Honduras after he bad 
expressed support for U.S.-backed 
guerrillas trying to overthrow the 
Managua regime. 

Speaking after the U.S. congress 
voted $100 million in aid to the 
guerrillas, he accused the Nicara¬ 
guan government of “usurping the 
rights of the people.” 

The government in turn accused 
him of being “antipatriotic’ * in face 
of “svstematic aggression” by the 
U.S.' 

Thatcher plea 
for lives of 
2 Australians 

KUALA LUMPUR (AFP). - Two 
convicted Australian heroin traffick¬ 
ers were set to hang at dawn today 
after a lawyer's dashed hopes for a 
last-mmute reprieve. 

Kevin Barlow, 27, and Brian 
Chambers, 28, clean-shaven and 
dressed in regulation white shirts 
and trousers, met their close rela¬ 
tives in separate rooms at the jail. 

In London, British Prime Minister 
Margaret Thatcher yesterday asked 
the Malaysian government to show 
mercy towards Barlow - who also 
holds British citizenship - and 
Chambers. A spokesman for 10 
Downing Street said the appeal was 
made on “humanitarian grounds.” 

There was no reply up to last 
night to die appeal. London-based 
Amnesty International cabled 
Penang Governor Datuk Tun Haji 
Awang Hassan yesterday asking him 
to stay the executions. 

The governor alone can grant 
clemency, but he has never par¬ 
doned a drag smuggler. 

The telegram, released to the 
press by Barlow’s lawyer, said 
Malaysia would flput UN resolutions 
if it went ahead before an appeal 
court ruled on their challenge to the 
Pardons Board rejection of their 
clemency plea. 

Amnesty said that resolutions pas¬ 
sed in December 1980 and May 1984 
urged members “to provide that no 
death penalty shall be carried out 
until the procedures of appeal and 
pardon bad been terminated.” 


JOHANNESBURG (AP). - Both 
the government and anti-apartheid 
leaders' yesterday cold-shouldered 
an imminent British-led peace mis¬ 
sion, and eight top business excecu- 
tives called for the urgent release of 
guerrilla chief Nelson Mandela. 

A spokesman for President P.W. 
Botha refused to say whether the 
South African leader wdi meet Brit¬ 
ish Foreign Secretary Sir Geoffrey 
Howe. He said Botha would insist on 
“certain conditions'” before any 
negotiations. 

Official sources, however, said it 
was very unlikely that Botha would 
meet Howe this week, as the presi¬ 
dent's schedule was already full. 

Most anti-apartheid leaders, in¬ 
cluding Anglican Bishop Desmond 
Tutu, have said they win refuse to 
meet Howe ra protest of what they 
see as stalling by Britain's Conserva¬ 
tive government to avoid imposing 
tough economic sanctions. 

Tutu said in a radio interview that 
“I’m not going to waste my time” 
speaking to Howe. He said he had 
requested an interview with Presi¬ 
dent Botha and expected a reply 
today. 

In a telephone interview with Lon¬ 
don Broadcasting Corp., Tutu said 
he bad given up trying to influence 


Prime Minister Margaret Thatcher; 
who “has no care and concern at alT 
for blacks in South Africa." He 
accused her of being more preoccu¬ 
pied with preserving Britain^ large 
economic stake u South Africa. 

Asked whether Howe could press¬ 
ure Botha into compromising, the 
Nobel Peace Prize laureate replied, 
“Oh. nonsense. He made it quite 
dear from the onset that he is not- 
coming with an ultimatum, that 
there is no big stick.... Who will be 
moved by an approach of that 
kind?" 

Mandela's lawyer, Ismail Ayob, 
said yesterday that life jailed leader 
of .the African National Congress

“would be unlikely to accept such a 
mating (with Howe) in the present 
climate.”

World population hits 5 billion 


WASHINGTON (AP). - Some¬ 
where on earth, a child bom today 
will become the 5 billionth person 
living on the planet, according to 
estimates by the Population Insti¬ 
tute. 

“The birth of a child is usually a 
joyous occasion. And our fondest 
wishes and fervent prayers are ex¬ 
tended to this precedent-setting 
newcomer to the world," said insti¬ 
tute president Werner Fornos. 

“This particular baby will most 
probably need both and then some. 
For it is a sobering symbol of the 
shocking rapidity at which the 
world's population is multiplying,” 
Fomos said. 

Population experts have been 
anticipating the 5 billion mark - 
although not all agreed on the exact 
time of that occurrence. 

“Most demographers believed it 
would happen early next year. But 
we're close. And given the margin of 


error, who knows, we might already 
be at 5 billion. At any rate, we’re 
bearing down on 5 billion just a 
dozen years after we hit 4 billion,” 
said Joseph Speidel, vice president 
of the Population Crisis Committee. 

This population growth “is a re¬ 
volutionary force in the world that 
we’re not doing very much about.” 
Speidei said. 

“I can't quibble with the date - it’s 
good enough foe rat. Whether it’s 
today or tomorrow or the next day. 
It’s 5 billion about now," said M. 
Rupert Cutler, executive director of 
Population-Environment Balance, 
another group analyzing population 
trends. 

The earth's population has more 
than tripled in the last century, put¬ 
ting pressure on the environment, 
resources, government and other 
services. 

“Five billion probably puts the 
world population at its canying 


capacity. It will be difficult to feed, 
clothe, shelter and employ many 
more people at more than a subsist¬ 
ence level,” Cutler said. 

“While the numbers are stagger¬ 
ing, the consequences of such 
starting growth are even more so," 
said Fomos. 

' “The child will very probably be 
bom in the Third World, where nine 
of every 10 babies are bom today 
and where poverty, disease, hunger, 
illiteracy and unemployment make 
life a daily struggle for survival.” 

The United Nations expects the 
world population to reach 6 billion 
by 1999. 7 billion in 2010 and 8 
billion by 2022, although the more 
distant the figure, the more specula¬ 
tive it is. 

Reducing population growth calls 
for each family averaging two chil¬ 
dren, a major change m many coun¬ 
tries where seven to eight children 
remain the norm. 


British WWH veteran relates 
Allied massacres in Java 


HONGKONG (AFP). - A rag-tag 
band of Allied servicemen slaught¬ 
ered entire Javanese villages as they 
fled the . Japanese invaders ofTfife ' 
j island in 1942, according to to‘inter-" 
view with a British war veteran pub¬ 
lished here yesterday. 

EUis Davies, who was then 19 and 
commander of the 16-man crew of a 
British naval launch, told the South 
China Morning Post that his band 
had killed every Javanese old 
enough to speak whom they sus¬ 
pected to be pro-Japanese in order 
to avoid being captured. 

“If they (the Javanese] weren’t for 
us, they were against us,” he said. 
“We had no compunction. Unless 
‘we got full cooperation, they died." 

He said the British sailors had 
been sent inland to fight the 


Japanese in Bandung in central Java, 
but they were surrounded and had to 
strikerasttoescape. \_f, 

During Their five-moDth flight.the. 
otew teas Joined by mdhnddaB'that' 
bad refused to surrender and small 
groups of soldiers that had lost their 
units, and the band grew until it was 
some 80-strong, comprising Austra¬ 
lians, British, Dutch, New Zealan¬ 
ders and South Africans 
“It ‘was kill or be Jailed, so we 
killed," Davies, now a businessman 
in Hongkong, told the paper. Asked 
how many villagers they had lolled, 
he replied:'“I wasn’t counting." 

The massacre never previously 
came to light because the survivors 
of the band did not mention the 
l riTflng s when they recounted their 
escape story. 



Heavy Japanese vote boosts 
Premier Nakasone’s chances 


TOKYO (Reuter). - Voters turned 
out in force across the country in 
-yesterday's'general election, signall¬ 
ing that Prime Minister Yasuhiro 
Nakasone could win the substantial 
majority he seeks. 

Polls closed at 6 p.m., 30 minutes 
after the Home Affairs Ministry put 
turnout at 65.96 per cent - barely 1 
per cent below 1980, when Naka¬ 
sone’s Liberal Democratic Party 
(LDP) scored a Ian diside victory. 

In 1983, when the LDP lost its 
outright parliamentary majority, the 
participation figure was 62.48 per 
cent. 

Counting does not start until to¬ 
day, and the final turnout figure will 
only be available then, but the 
.pubtidy-owned Japan Broadcasting 
Corporation (NHK) said that 
according to its computer projec¬ 



tion, the figure would be around 71 
per cent, compared with 67.94 for 
1983 and 74.57 for 3980. 

Newspaper surveys of voter pre¬ 
ferences have found that about 39 
per cent of eligible voters, mostly in 
urban areas, were not committed to 
any particular party, outnumbering 
those who supported the rating party | 

However, analysts said that many | 
of these so-called “volatile voters” 
would cast their support behind con¬ 
servative parties if they go to the 
polls. The LDP'S chances of secur¬ 
ing a majority, in the Lower House 
depended on these “volatiles.". 

The LDP had 250 seats in the 511 
seat lower house when Nakasone 
dissolved it for the double elections. 
It needs a majority of 271 seats in the 
now 512-seat house to control all 
partimentary committees. The num¬ 
ber of seats was increased by one to 
correct an imbalance between urban, 
and rural representation.

The father of the children, identi¬ 
fied as Mudar Biswas, survived the 
June 26 attack at a village in the 
Chittagong hill tracts, 350 km south¬ 
east of Dacca, an isolated area of 
rugged hills and dense forests famed 
for its large elephant population.

LIMA (AFP). - Security forces kil¬ 
led 20 people suspected of belonging 
to the Maoist Shining Path Guerrilla 
movement during a dash in the 
Chingui region, 500 km. south-east 
of here on Friday, Police reported 
yesterday.

Becker blasts Lendl 


LONDON. - Boris Becker blasted 
the world's No. 1 tennis player Ivan 
Lendl off court yesterday afternoon 
to win his second Wimbledon men's 
singles crown. 

In a superb showdown between 
two hard-hitting opponents, the tit- 
leholder from West Germany put on 
a display of awesome power worthy 
of this centenary championship to 
win the final 6-4 6-3 7-5. 

The red-haired Becker, at the age 
of 18 years and seven months still 
younger than any other champion, 
punched the air and roared with joy 
after his convincing victory in two 
hours and two minutes. The victory 
was even sweeter than his defeat of 
Kevin Curren in last year's final 
because this time his victim was the 
world's top player, eager to prove he 
could at long last triumph on grass. 

But the master blaster from Lei- 
men was in inspired form. The fierce 
intensity of his attacking tennis over¬ 
whelmed the 26-year-old Czech, 
who could never really mount an 
effective challenge. 

Becker, who re w rote the record boofca with 
his epic IMS triumph, yesterday iho became 
the youngest mJflkmaire in the history of the 
game when his victory brought his career 
earnings to $1,079,575. 

It was a bitter disappointment for 
the top seed, who had prepared so 
hard to add the Wimbledon crown to 
his other “Grand Slam” tournament 


triumphs. (He was French Open 
champion in 1984 and 1986. and he 
won the U.S. Open in 1985.) 

Lendl, ploying on the sartkee least suited to 
hb game despite the fact that be was the 1978 
J un i o r champ ion here, had made tremendons 
efforts to Improve hb volleying antler Austra¬ 
lian Tony Roche.

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Tight security for Waldheim fete; Arafat flying in for UN talks

VIENNA. - On the eve of Kurt Waldheim's 
inauguration as president of Austria, Vien¬ 
nese security has been stepped up fora visitor 
who is arriving to attend an unrelated event. 

Yasser Arafat was due to arrive here late 
last night for a UN conference on Namibia, 
scheduled to begin today. Security precau¬ 
tions dictated a total news blackout of his 
arrival, and the special police anti-terror 
unit, Kobra, was stationed at the airport. 

Arafat last visited Austria in 1977, when he 
met with Bruno Kreisky and Willy Brandt, 
the then Austrian and West German chancel¬ 
lors. 


Austria's security forces will be under a 
heavy strain during the next three days. Abu 
Nidal and other rival PLO factions have 
issued death threats against the PLO chair¬ 
man, and there is concern about Waldheim's 
safety at tomorrow morning's inauguration. 

Heavy security measures have been taken 
in parliament r site of the swearing-in. Check¬ 
points for bag and body searches have been 
installed where journalists used to enter 
freely. 

After the ceremony, the new president is 
scheduled to walk from parliament to Hel- 
denplatz to lay a wreath on the grave of the 
unknown soldier. 


Although Chancellor Franz Vranhzky has 
said the whole government will be present at 
the new president's first reception, many 
observers doubt that all the Socialist minis¬ 
ters will show up. 

Waldheim's victory has polarized the Au¬ 
strians. At the recent opening of the Vienna 
1900 exhibit at New York's Museum of 
Modem Art, Vienna's Socialist mayor. Dr. 
Helmut Zilk, said that half the Austrian 
people wanted to ignore the past, but that he 
was happy that Vienna did not belong to this' 
half. 

In response, Michael Graff, secretary- 
general of Waldheim's conservative Peoples 


Party, said rt was sad that some politicians 
could not come to terms .with the results of 
the election. 

He criticized Zilk for trying to please a 
minority, to the disadvantage of most of his 
fellow Austrians. “Our problem is not the 
anti-Semites, who are dying out in this coun¬ 
try, but the anti-democrats, who are now 
emerging," Graff said. 

The general attitude here is that the coun¬ 
try must now acknowledge and accept Wal¬ 
dheim as president. But fringe opposition 
groups feel that Waldheim should not have 
the benefit of immunity by virtue of his 
office.

A scheme that could end the waste disposal 
problems of Israel's dries and provide a valuable 
new source of electrical power has been put 
forward by Energy Ministry experts. 

The ministry has already called on Tel Aviv to 
take part in the project and says it will be good for 
other dries such as Haifa, where rubbish dumps 
are about to overflow. 

The idea, tried successfully in Europe and the 
U.S., is to build spedally designed power stations 
fuelled by household rubbish. 


The funeral of 


“In a short while, Tel Aviv’s rubbish dump at 
Hiriye, near Ben-Gurion Airport, will be filled 
up. Then the waste will have to be shipped far 
away from the dty, which will be a very expensive 
operation," said a ministry spokesman. 

“Our solution will be cheaper for the dries, and 
a benefit to the country.” 

Ministry experts reckon that a plant capable of 
burning 1,200 tons of refuse a day would cost 
around $70 million. 

The project would be financed by private 
investors, whom the dries would pay for the right 


to dump their refuse at the power stations. 

“That old En glish saying, where there's muck 
there’s money, has never been truer,” said an 
Energy Ministry offidal. “We know of ai least one 
dty that is paying $20 a ton just to dump its waste 
in a rubbish dump." 

The Electric Corporation would undertake to 
buy all the power produced by such plants. “We 
are not saying that we can power the country by 
burning rubbish. But there is no question that such 
a scheme would be a valuable addition to our 
electrical grid,” said the spokesman.

But 
bis legalistic, even dry manner can¬ 
not conceal a deep concern at the way 
the government has handled the 
affair since it became public know¬ 
ledge several weeks ago. 

The rule of law requires that 
crimes be investigated and the per¬ 
sons in question prosecuted if suffi¬ 
cient evidence is found to support the 
charges, Zadok says. The allegations 
laid against the head of the General 
Security Service (Shin Bet) are of a 

serious nature and it follows that they 
■must be investigated. 

Zadok has no doubt that the 
“package deal," whereby the Shin 
Bet head was granted an anticipatory 
pardon in return for his resignation, 

■ was designed “to block ftirtber inves¬ 
tigation.” He uses the tom “stone¬ 
walling,” which was often used in 
connection with another recipient of 
an anticipatory pardon, former U.S. 
president Richard Nixon. 

The pardon itself he describes as 
“unprecedented,” in that it was 
granted before the institution of cri¬ 
minal proceedings or a conviction. 
Israeli law grants the president the 
power “to pardon criminals.” The 
High Court of Justice has now been 
called upon to deride whether the law 
as phrased limits the president's par¬ 
doning power to persons convicted of 
crimes, or whether it can be extended 
to anticipatory pardons. 

The prevailing view until now has 
been that the president’s power is* 
limited to convicted persons, Zadok 
says. Opinions to that effect were 
given by former attorney-generals 
Meir Shamgar (now president of the 
Supreme Court) and Yitzhak Zamir. 
But other jurists have opted for a 
broader interpretation. 

Zadok does not believe that a deci¬ 
sion by the High Court to fimtt the 
president’s pardoning power will 
have any effect “on the practice of 
pardon.” Since there is practically 
no precedent in Israel for an anticipa¬ 
tory pardon, he says, such a decision 
will only affect the case in question- 
and rule out the possibility of anti-' 
ripatory pardons in the future.

Tiffi SOCIALIST government of 
Felipe Gonzalez which has hist been 
returned in the Spanish general elec¬ 
tions came to power in 1982. It was 
the first Socialist government in 
Spam since the outbreak of the 
Spanish Civil War 50 years ago. 

For four centuries from 1492 
Spam had been anathema to Jews 
representing cruelty and tonnenL 
And then, in 1936, Republican Spain 
became a cause for which Jews from 
o throughout the world fought and 
, died. 

: „ Strangely distant links developed. 
■ From South Africa, a handful of 
. people, one of Scots-Irish descent, 
one an Afrikaner and the remainder 
•Jews, fought in the Spanish Civil 
War. Some of these Jews and their 
younger fellow thinkers later fought 
for the Jewish state. 

. J In 1931. the Jewish Workers Club 
was established in South Africa by a 
group of Eastern European Jews stfld 
imbued with the renascent national¬ 
ist spirit of the First Aliya to Pales¬ 
tine. They represented both the pas¬ 
sionate Zionism and left-wing enthu¬ 
siasm that for so long characterized 
- South African Jewry. 

These first members of the Jewish 
.Workers* Gub were earnest adhe¬ 
rents of the Communist Internation¬ 
al but had only limited knowledge of 
the movement in South Africa. They 
formed an interesting alliance with 
South Africa's communist move¬ 
ment, then consisting of English- 
speaking South Africans and some 
Afrikaners. Jewish membership 
would eventually outstrip both. 

One of the Afrikaners was Ed¬ 
ward Roux, a descendant of an old 
Afrikaner family, who grew up in a 
South Africa still suffering from the 
effects and divisions of the Boer 
.War. For a long time Roux worked 
.actively for the Communist Party, 
but his independent mind made it 
impossible for him to give the un¬ 
questioning commitment it deman¬ 
ded. He finally broke with the Party 
m 1935,' although he nonetheless 
'became a victim of the anti¬ 
communist leanings of the National¬ 
ist Party government after the pas¬ 
sage of the Suppression of Commun¬ 
ism Act in 1950. 

In his semi-autobiography. Rebel 
Pity, Roux describes the camaraderie 
that can develop between two wholly 
disparate groups with a common 
interest. 

The Jewish Workers’ Qnb pro¬ 
vided recreation and companionship 
on any evening. Roux found that

“■..these young Lithuanian Jews

The walls of the clnb were 
adorned with brilliani posters adver¬ 
tising the achievements of the 
USSR. Lectures were held regular¬ 
ly. There was time for talk, the kind 
of talk the “veteran” young com¬ 
munists liked, games ol ping-pong, 
dancing, charades, coffee and 
cheesecake. 

The dub provided great exercise 
in concentration. Usually, says 
Roux, “we had to shout our argu¬ 
ments in order to be heard. 

“One happy by-product was that 
weacqirired a facility in pronouncing 
Russian words and names. *Spasi- 
bo!’ we murmured pc ^dy; "Niet 
pravdaT we cried indignantly; and 
“Birobidjan* we bdbbled happily 
...Once we started leamingHnssian, 
but the dass dwindled and died. 
Russian is a forbidding language-” 

Some of those exuberant young 
Lith uanian Jews were to join the 
International Brigade. Many more 
were to form the vanguard of South 
Africans who fought for Israel’s in¬ 
dependence. 

A FORMER South African family 
now in Jerusalem still remembers 
vividly some of the young people 
who went to fight against Franco. 

Sam Epstein was a typical exam¬ 
ple. A man in his early thirties, 
nothing glamorous, working as a 


window-dresser, be joined the Inter¬ 
national Brigade. In 1938 he re¬ 
turned briefly to Johannesburg to 
raise funds for the sagging Republi¬ 
can cause. 

The story is reminiscent of the 
efforts to raise funds for the strag¬ 
gling forces of the nascent Jewish 
state. Epstein stood before a 
crowded hall. “Comrades and 
friends,”'he began, and then burst 
into imcontrollable tears. That was 
the dnd of the speech, bat no more 
was necessary. The donations 
flooded in. 

Howew, the two most prominent 
South Africans associated with the 
cavil war were neither Jews nor Com¬ 
munists nor especially -politically 
motivated- Both were outstanding 
poets, but that was allrthey had in 
common.. Roy Campbell was 
English-speaking, and fought with 
the camfiDists in Spain. Uys Krige, 
like Eddie Roux a d es ce n dant of an 
old Afrikaner family, joined the Re¬ 
publican cause. ' 

Campbell was a flamboyant char¬ 
acter in the Hemingway tradition, 
and probably went to Spain for pre¬ 
cisely tha t reason. It made him diffe¬ 
rent. Fighting for the Nationalists 
certainly did not accord with one of 
his most notable contributions to 
South African English literature—an 
appreciation of the poetry of Feder¬ 
ico Garda Lorca, whose poetry and 
drama symbolized the stark uagedy 
of the Republican cause. Lorca was 
murd ered by cautfiflist fanatics at the 
outbreak of the civil war. Two Lorca 
plays were presented during the re¬ 
cent Israel Festival. 

Uys Krige identified in deed and 
word with the Republicans, their 
cause, their language', their country 
and their history. He fought along¬ 
side them, and returned to South 
Africa profoundly influenced by his 
memories of Spain. 

For Krige, the Andalusian plains 
were evocative of the dry and harsh¬ 
ly sun-bright South African veld. He 
translated two of Lorca’s plays and 
much of his poetry into Afrikaans. 
Krige’s own essays on the civil war 
have both a Spanish and an Afri¬ 
kaans title - 5b/ y Sombra, and 
Sonlig en Skade. 

* THE SPANISH Civil War was a 
sombre, exciting, believing, bet¬ 
raying time.- For many people, the 
defeat of the republic cracked their 
hearts, politically speaking, and re¬ 
placed their illusions with recogni¬ 
tion of realpoRtik. 


IF YOUR ornamental pool is doing 
well, then this is the loveliest time of 
the year for the water-plants and for 
the pet fish you keep there. The 
water-lilies are in foil bloom, the 
water-hyacinths are just beginning 
to produce their orchid-like blos¬ 
soms and the water-iris is at its best. 

But summertime can be a crowded 
time for the plants as well as the fish. 
and it is also culling time for both. 
The water-hyacinths especially be¬ 
gin to crowd the pool and should be 
thinn ed out by taking away those 
that have already blossomed tins 
year. 

The only problem Is that it's hard 
just to throw away the hyacinths, but 
even banter to give them away. They 
have to be kept in water and unless 
you also have fish you get a soup of 
mosquito larvae in a few days. Peo¬ 
ple oho don’t have a proper pool just 
don't want them: 

The fish population is probably 
also exploding, at least the rosy 
barbs and the gambusias, as well as 
guppies (if you are in a place where 
the winter is warm enough to keep 
them in the pool all year). I personal¬ 
ly prefer to net out the younger fry 
and either give them to someone or 
seD them to a pet shop, keeping 
more of the fish of breeding age in 
the pond. 

Even goldfish tend to overpopu¬ 
late quickly when conditions are 
right and when there are enough 
hiding places for the fry to avoid 
being eaten. These are easily placed 
with anyone who has an aquarium or 
an old-fashioned goldfish bowl. 

As the growth of plenty of floating 


WHETHER IT is that our values 
have changed, or that we know more 
about how the wealthy came by their 
wealth, we aren't as awed by other 
people's money any more. At least 
not to the extent of “the ordinary

1672-1719) complained that “they 
are so used to be dazzled with riches, 
that they pay as much deference to 
the understanding of a man of estate 
as of a man of learning.”

I'd never dare 
put four ofs in a row like that 
myself.) 

Between the two, I suppose it is 
tiie man of learning whose opinions 
we would defer to nowadays. It is the 
learned and not the moneyed who 
appear on radio or TV and tell us 
what to think. It’s even overdone a 
bit. 
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Time to cull 


plants and roots is vital to fish repro¬ 
duction. it's a good idea to be sure 
your water-plants are getting enough 
nourishment. The potted varieties 
like water-lilies and irises may well 
have used up most of the compost in 
the original pot and require feeding. 
This is easily done by adding a bit of 
manure tea to the water, about a cup 
of the tea for every 50 litres of pond 
water. 

The tea is easy to make: just put 
manure into a woven plastic bag. put 
it in a pail or other container and fill 
it with water. After two or three 
days, the liquid manure tea is ready 
for use, both for house plants and for 
the pool. If you don't use too much, 
it won’t harm the fish, and it will give 
the water-plants a real infusion of 
' nourishment. 

Don’t try to thin the rooted plants 
during this season since they are best 
dealt with during the cold weather, 
when they are dormant. You can, 
however, pinch off dead water-lily 
leaves and withered flowers, unless 
you are trying for seeds. 

POND FISH are usually quite heal¬ 
thy. Any ailments they might have 
are' most prevalent in winter. The 
only summer problems are from 
overfeeding and overhearing, both 
of which can easily be avoided. 

There is no need to feed pond fish 
at all. since they get quite enough 
feeding on mosquitoes and other

insects that fall into the water, and 
on the algae and micro-organisms 
which abound in a pool. . 

The only time you might need to 
feed the fish a bit is towards late 
autumn. This insures that they have 
ample fat for the winter, but even 
that is only needed in places where 
the wintefs are so cold that they 
don't feed at all. In most places, the 
fish are active on any day when the 
sun is warm, even in mid-winter. 

Overheating is a result of cither a 
pool which is too shallow or the lack 
of enough water-plants for shade on 


the surface. It can be remedied 
either by having a larger pool or by 
providing artificial shade during the 
heat of summer. Generally pools do 
best when they have morning sun¬ 
light but are in the shade during the 
heat of the day. Be sure, however, to 
add water to the pool to keep the 
level up. 

A lot of the water is lost by eva¬ 
poration. It also gets lapped up by 
dogs and cats which seem to prefer 
the greenish pond water to any dean 
water-dish. Bees, surprisingly 
enough, also carry off quite a bit in 
the course of a summer day; they use 
it to keep their hives cooled down. 

If you have frogs in residence, you 
should also check and see just how 
many tadpoles are in the water and 
get rid of the surplus. River-frogs, 
especially, are prolific and the tad¬ 
poles are so large rhat they use up far 
too much of the food available. 

Tree-frogs are less of a problem, 
and by this time they have already 
sprouted their legs and many have 
no doubt moved elsewhere. But if 
you have a pot of papyrus or cypress 
reeds in the pool, don't bc'at all 
surprised to find, if you shake it. that 
there are quite a few more frogs than 
you knew about. I personally love 
their chirring little voices, so l" let as 
many as want to stay in the pool. 

If you don'r have a water-pool yet 
hut would like one. then this is the 
time to set one up. It's easy to get 
plants and fish from people who 
have too many, and the fish start out 
in good warm weather, giving them 
plenty of time to adjust before the 
winter comes.

No U.S. senator can mention the 
PLO. no dictator be toppled in an 
African country, no students riot, no 
shares tumble, without some profes¬ 
sor. or otherbeing brought before the 
microphones to pronounce on the 
significance of the event, its rami¬ 
fications, its implications.

In the Supreme Court sitting as 
the High Court of Justice before the 
President, Justice Meir Shamgar, 
Justice Aharon Barak, and Justice 
Avraham Hafima, in the matter be¬ 
tween the Shas Knesset Faction and 
another, petitioners, and the Mmis- 
ter of Religious Affairs and others, 
respondents (H.C. 5/86). 

DAYANIM (Jewish reHgjous court 
judges) are appointed by the presi¬ 
dent of the state on the recom¬ 
mendation of an Appointments 
Committee constituted under sec¬ 
tion 5 of the Dayanim Law of 1955. 
Under section 6 of the law the com¬ 
mittee is composed of the two. chief 
rabbis; two dayarum of the Supreme 
.Rabbinical Court of Appeals, 
elected for three years by foe day¬ 
anim of that court; the minister of 
religious affairs, who is chairman of 
the committee; one other, minister 
appointed by the government; two 
members of foe Knesset, elected by 
secret ballot, to act while they are 
Knesset members or, if that Knesset 
ends its term, until they are replaced 
by foe new Knesset; and two advo¬ 
cates elected for three years by the 
Israel Bar. 

Rabbi J. Kolitz, one of foe day¬ 
anim elected by foe Rabbinical 
Court of Appeals, ceased to be a 
member of foe committee on Octo¬ 
ber 25,1985, after three years’ ser¬ 
vice, and his successor has not yet 
been elected. Minister of Housing, 
David Levy, was appointed to the 
committee by foe previous govern¬ 
ment, but foe present government 


has not yet formally appointed a 
■ member to foe committee. The 
Tenth -Knesset elected Rabbi Haim 
Druckman and Yehuda Hashai as 
committee members. Hashai left the 
- Knesset, and the Eleventh Knesset 
has not yet elected its com m ittee 
members. The Bar, however, has 
elected its two members.^ 

. The minister of-rehgjons affairs 
, .called a meeting of the committee 
for January 1,1986, inviting the chief 
rabbis, the remaining day an, David 
Levy, MK Druckman and foe two 
advocates. The petitioners then 
moved the High Court of Justice for 
anontexrestraiimigthecoiiv«ringof 
the committee until all its members 
had been selected. 

THE JUDGMENT of foe court was 
given by Justice Aharon Barak. In 
principle, he said, a statutory com¬ 
mittee could act lawfully only if all its 
members so act. A “truncated com¬ 
mittee,” therefore, where, for exam¬ 
ple, a member dies or resigns, is 
generality not empowered to perform 
its statutory functions. 

The most important exception to 
tins rule is where the statute consti¬ 
tuting foe committee itself provides 
for such a situation, as in foe present 
case, for under section 6(d) of foe 
above law foe committee may act 
provided there are no fewer than six 
members. It was not disputed that in 
foe present case there remained no 
fewer than six members. 

The petitioners argued, however,' 
that foe minister of religious affairs 
had failed in his duties as chairman in 


not attending to the committee being 
properly constituted by law, and that 
out of improper and irrelevant mo¬ 
tives, he had acted to prevent the 
petitioners from participating in foe 
selection of the Knesset's and the 
government's members of foe com¬ 
mittee. 

This argument, said Justice 
- Barak, wasjuntenable for foe reason 
that foe members were not chosen 
by the chamrum but by the bodies 
mentioned in foe law. There was 
nothing to prevent them from choos¬ 
ing their members, and that was foe 
proper solution to foe present prob¬ 
lem. Indeed, as the Supreme Court 
had already held, the public interest 
demanded that the committee act, 
and not be paralysed. 

The question remained, said Jus¬ 
tice Barak, of the constitution of foe 
present com m ittee. The two chid 
rabbis and the minis ter of religious 
affairs were ex-officio members and 
remained, therefore, as long as they 
held office. As for the other mem¬ 
bers, the relevant statutory provi¬ 
sions lead to two important conclu¬ 
sions. 

Firstly, their selection was person¬ 
al, based on their own outlook and 
capability. The government, for ex¬ 
ample, amid not appoint as one of 
its members a minister who from 
time to time holds a particular port¬ 
folio. Secondly, foe person chosen 
must be a member of the body 
choosing him, not only at foe date of 
his selection, but also foroughout his 
membership of the committee. Tins 
rule, stated in foe law specifically in

relation to foe Knesset members, 
applies also to the other elected 
members. The member was chosen 
by a body of persons holding particu¬ 
lar opinions. If the body was recon¬ 
stituted with different members, it 
would naturally appoint to the com¬ 
mittee other persons holding 
perhaps a different outlook. ~ 

IN THE light of foe above reason¬ 
ing, Justice Barak continued, and on 
a proper interpretation of section 
6(a) of the above law, David Levy 
ceased to be a member of foe com¬ 
mittee. He was chosen by the pre¬ 
vious government on a personal 
basis, and when a new government 
was formed, a new member had to 
be appointed on foe baas of that 
government’s political outlook. 


The fact that the new government 
was in many ways similar to its 
predecessor, and foe degree of that 
similarity, made no difference. 
Counsel had argued that the new 
government had chosen Levy as its 
member of foe committee by im¬ 
plication. However, even if the 
appointment could legally be made 
by implication alone, it had to be 
shown that .foe new government was 
aware of the necessity to appoint a 
member, and had desired the 
appointment. Since there was no 
evidence to this effect, counsel’s 
argument had no basis. 

The same result would be 
reached. Justice Barak held, even if 
the matter were tested by accepted 
constitutional principles, and not on 
the basis of foe interpretation of 
section 6(a) of foe law. It was true 
that foe principle of continuity ap¬ 
plied to foe government, which was 
an organ of the state and a “compe¬ 
tent authority,” and that it always 
existed, irrespective of its personal 
composition. It followed, therefore, 
that a lawful act of a particular 
government was not invalidated by 
foe formation of a new government 
with different ministers. 

On foe other hand, there were 
some governmental acts which in 
their very nature were limited to foe 
duration of that government. For 
example, foe validity of decisions as 
to the personal composition of 
permanent or temporary ministerial 
co mmi ttees was dearly limited to foe 
duration of that particular govern¬ 


ment. It all depended on the nature 
and purpose of foe particular deci¬ 
sion, and bow it was framed. In 
regard to foe language and purpose 
of foe above law. said Justice Barak, 
he was of opinion that foe Validity of 
foe government's decision to nomin¬ 
ate David Levy as a committee mem¬ 
ber was limited to the life of that 
government alone. y-f v 

The above considerations relating 
to foe appointment of David Levy, 
Justice Barak continued, applied 
equally in principle to foe continued 
membership of the committee of 
Rabbi Druckman. The Knesset also 
continued to exist despite new elec¬ 
tions, and foe selection of its mem¬ 
bers was also personal. Here, 
however, the above law specifically 
provided that those members would 
sit on foe committee until foe new 
Knesset elected others, a provision 
which did not exist in regard to foe 
minister appointed by foe govern¬ 
ment. This provision applied to Rab¬ 
bi Druckman, who was re-elected to 
foe Eleventh Knesset, and he there¬ 
fore continued as a member of foe 
committee. 

JUSTICE Barak then considered 
foe position of Yehuda Hashai, who 
had not been re-elected to foe 
Eleventh Knesset. It had been held 
by foe Supreme Court, he said, that 
in terms of section 6(a) above, a 
Knesset member, although not re¬ 
elected, continued to sit on foe com¬ 
mittee until the new Knesset elected 
its members, but he differed from 


this opinion. As he had already ex¬ 
plained, it was necessary in his View 
that foe committee members chosen 
by foe different bodies could remain 
on foe committee for only so long as 
they belonged to the bodies which 
chose them. It was his view that only 
a dear provision in foe above law 
could justify treating foe Knesset 
members'differeatly. 

The result was, said Justice Barak, 
that foe committee now consisted of 
seven members, the membership of 
Rabbi Kolitz, David Levy and Yehu¬ 
da Hashai having terminated, and it 
was competent, therefore, to per¬ 
form its functions. 

In conclusion. Justice Barak 
emphasized that the provision 
empowering the committee to func¬ 
tion below its full complement was 
aimed at creating a temporary 
arrangement for a short period to 
enable foe bodies concerned to 
appoint new members in place of 
those who could no longer an. U was 
inconceivable that those bodies, in¬ 
ducting the Knesset itself, would fail 
to act, set foe law at nought, and turn 
what was intended to be a temporary 
arrangement into something perma¬ 
nent. It was therefore incumbent on 
those bodies to choose their mem¬ 
bers on the committee within a 
reasonable time, and so give full 
effect to what foe legislature in¬ 
tended. 

For foe above reasons the petition 
was dismissed, with no order as to 
costs. 

Judgment given oh June 17,1986.

DENTAL CONVENTION 


EARLY detection of Aids by ex¬ 
amination of the mouth will be one 
of the scientific topics to be discussed 
at the World Conference on Dentis¬ 
try being held at the Jerusalem Hil¬ 
ton Hotel through this Fridav, July 
11 . 

The conference, which also in¬ 
cludes an exhibition of dental sup¬ 
plies. is hosting hundreds of local 
and foreign demists, dental resear¬ 
chers, technicians and oral hygien¬ 
ists from IS countries. 

Dr. John Greenspan, considered a 
world expert on Aids, and his wife, 
who directs a clinic in California, will 
report to participants on research 
and experiments on the early detec¬ 
tion of Aids. 

Over 200 speeches and reports will 
be heard at this week's conference, 
according to Prof. Adi Garfunkel, 
chairman of the event and the dean 
of the Hebrew Univeisity-Hadassah 
School of Dentistry. 

Garfunkel told The Post that 
another topic of discussion at the 
conference is dental cavities. He 
reported that the number of cases of 
cavities in Israel has incjreased 
among people aged XS-20.

Garfunkel believes that the rise 
may be explained by the fact that, on 
one hand, today’s young genera¬ 
tion has grown up on a softer and 
sweeter diet than that of its prede¬ 
cessor. and, on the other, before 
dental hygiene and preventive mea¬ 
sures were popularly accepted. 

In beIow-18 age groups, apparent¬ 
ly, the number of cavities per person 
is decreasing, since “dental hygiene 
and prevention is the vogue now,*’ 
according to Garfunkel. 

Garfunkel added that fluoridation 
of water is essentia/ to prevention of 
cavities. One particle of fluoride in a 
million particles of water can bring 
about a decrease of GO per cent in the 
number of cavities. Over 200 million 


people all over the world are now 
drinking water with fluoride, and 
.this has caused positive results in 
prevention of cavities. 

An exhibition of the latest and 
most sophisticated dental equipment 
is taking place simultaneously at the 
Hilton. Among the equipment 
shown is a laser apparatus for oral 
operations which is already being 
used in this country. 

Prof. Garfunkel says that the laser 
equipment has helped to alleviate 
the suffering of patients who have to 
undergo dental operations.

Histadrut fosters Jewish-Arab business

HAIFA.The Histadrut’s efforts to 
introduce modem industry, service 
facilities and skilled jobs to Arab 
towns and villages is beginning to 
bear fruit as several million dollars of 
Arab-Jewish capital invested in joint 
ventures begin to yield operating 
businesses. 

The Arab-Druse Sector Develop¬ 
ment Corp., established three years 
ago by Hevrat Ha'ovdim, the labour 
federation's bolding company, will 
pass an important milestone next 
month when a $3 million Hypermar¬ 
ket is opened in Nazareth. 

Like all ventures pioneered by the 
development corporation, it is an 
Arab-Jewish project. A Nazareth 
Arab put up the 2.300-square-metre 
building and the. Histadrut’s 
Hamashbir Lezarkhan consumer 
cooperative is leasing the building 
from him and operating the store. 
The Arab investor will also get a 
share of the profits. Xt will employ a 
staff of 70 and, at the request of the 
Nazareth Labour Council secretary, 
Mohamed Abu-Ahmed. 10 per cent 
of the jobs will be given to Jewish 
workers in recognition of the many 
Arab workers in Jewish enterprises 
in Upper Nazareth.

Kibbutz inns aim to change image

The kibbutz hostelries, long 
known to Israelis as centres for rest 
and relaxation, are frying to change, 
their image. Indeed, the first step in 
remaking themselves into resorts in 
the public's mind is to change the 
name of the 28-member organiza¬ 
tion to Kibbutz Hotels from Kibbutz 
Inns and Guesthouses, says Tzur 
Shefi, the group's marketing direc¬ 
tor. 

Speaking to participants at a press 
tour of some of the kibbutz and 
moshav hospitality facilities in the 
Galilee, Shefi said that while it was 
easy to market kibbutz hotels as 
resort destinations to foreign tour¬ 
ists, Israelis cling stubbornly to all 
the old concepts and habits about 
vacationing on kibbutz. 

In past years, the kibbtuz inn was 
the first choice of Kupat Holim doc¬ 
tors as restful places for patients 
recuperating fr6m illness or surgery. 
Despite the addition of facilities such 
as discotheques, video games and 
tennis courts, the rest home image is 
still firmly implanted in people’s 
minds. 

Even so, Israelis come in droves to 
occupy the2,200rooms, Which range 
across the map fom Kfar Giladi in 
the north to Ye’ilim in the south. 
The problem is. that for Israelis the 
peak vacation period is- July and 
August. “We want to-change these 
holiday habits,” said Shefi, “so that 
the kibbutz hotels will have high 
occupancy all year round and not

just two months in the year.” 

Until a year ago, a large number of 
the kibbutz hotels did not operate in 
winter. Now the general trend is to 
cater to Israelis in summer and over¬ 
seas guests,in winter. 

Shefi confessed that he did not 
understand what drives the domestic 
holiday-maker to suffer the intensity 
of the summer heat, to pay more in 
high .season and to get less 'service 
becax&ffiJiotel staff has to diride- its 
•attentions among more people. It is 
cheaper to stay in any of die kibbutz 
hotels during June and September, 


but it’s hard to get Israelis to kick the 
July/August habit. 


There are two four-star properties 
in the kibbutz hotel group, and 15 
three-star. Shefi claimed that guests 
at three-star kibbutz hotels were in 
general getting better value for their 
money than if they stay at three-star 
urban facilities. Jx. is rare, for three- 
star dty based hotels t<S .have a 
swimming-pooL while every three- 
star kibbutz hotel had either a pool 
or was located on the beachfront of a 
sea, lake or river, she said.

_ ^’ s fee season for summaries, sta¬ 
tic*! and otherwise. Having last 
week examined the market's per¬ 
formance according to sectors, and 
the effect that had on different 
mutual funds and fend groups, we 
can now nse a useful piece of research 
from the Euroteam consultancy firm 
to find out bow the rise in valne of 
individual shares and share sectors 
translates into market value and 
price/earnlngs ratios. 

The figures, of course, cover the 
first half of 1986, which was a gener¬ 
ally positive period for shares. The 
starting point, the end of 1985, also 
reflects the advance made by the 
overall market in the second half of 

last year. If the comparison had been 

with the end of June 1985, the im¬ 
provement would have been Car more 
dranugtic. This might be the place to 
recall fondly and for the record the 
extraordinary rises in share prices In 
July 1985, in particular the incredi¬ 
ble session of July 3, when price levels 
rose by between 10 and 30 per cent in 
the wake of the introduction of the 
economic stabilization progr amme. 

However, nostalgia apart, the first 
half of 1986 was a good one, and the 
market value of all listed shares rose 
by 14 per cent in dollar terms, to 
stand at $9.2 trillion. June saw the 
market slip by 4 per cent. 

The problem with this figure, 
which sounds very impressive, is that 
it is bloated by the inclusion of the 
bank shares covered by the 
“arrangement.** These contribute 
over $5.5b., or more than 60 per cent 
of the total and the fallacy here, in 
which Enroteam is slavishly copying 
the exchange itself, is to pretend that 
these dollar-linked government 
bonds are shares. If they were, their 
market value would be a fraction of 
that amount - maybe half. 

The problem, however, is 
approached hy the study in an obli¬ 
que manner. Enroteam compares the 
market valne of the shares with their 
inflation-adjusted equity, which is a 
proxy for the economic value of the 
company that the shares are sup¬ 
posed to represent. On tills basis, the 
total market-value is- 40 per-cent 
above the total real equity value of • 
$6.6b. 

This assessment should lead every 
analyst to immediately scream 
“sell,’* since a 40 per cent premium 
over real equity can bfe seen as very 
overvalued. However, the next figure 
is more reassuring. 

Don’t worry, says Enrofemn. .If 
you remove the distorting influence 
of the “arrangement** group, the 
opposite result is achieved and the. 
market value of all “free” shares is 
$720m., or 18 per cent, less than then- 
total adjusted equity value. 

“So OK,- we should buy, hub?” 
might now be the response. Not so 
Cast, according to the next piece of 
data. If yon try and estimate p/e 
ratios for each firm, , and then for 
each sector, and thus for the whole 
market, you wfll have some difficul¬ 
ty. No less than 120 out of 258 fisted 
companies reported losses in their 
last financial year, so they don’t have 
price/eanrings ratios, because they 
don’t have earnings. In fact, three 
whole sectors - real estate, invest¬ 
ment companies and oil-exploration 
firms- posted aggregate losses, even 
sectoral average p/e’S are unavail¬ 
able. 

Unfazed by this' difficulty, the 
plucky researchers fed all the stuff 
into their computer anyway and 
came up with the unfortunate finding 
that the average p/e on the Tel Aviv 
Stock Exchange last week was 29. J 
This,' of course, is. all inflation? 
adjusted. The bitter pill is marginally 
sweetened by- the ‘‘arrangement” 
bank shares-Their ridiculoaaty high, 
and economically meaningless p/e of 
37, pulls the whole market higher.

Post Economic Reporter 
Tbe value of imports in the first 
half of 1986 was a sharp 14 per cent 
higher than in the same period last 
year, tbe Central Bureau of Statistics 
reported yesterday.

Dollar’s drop 
continues 

By BOAZ BARAK 
The dollar continued its decline 
last week, closing near record lows 
against the major currencies. It lost 
1.3 per cent against tbeDeutscbe- 
tnark, 2 per cent against the Swiss 
franc, 0.6 per cent against the pound 
sterling-and 2.8 per cent against the 
yen. 

The market focused its attention 
mainly on the yen-dollar rate, as the 
Bank of Japan intervened to slow the 
rate of the yen appreciation ahead of 
tbe Japanese elections yesterday. 
Overall, it bought more than $2 
billion, but tbe yen nevertheless en¬ 
ded up this week the strongest of the 
currencies. Tbe central bank's 
efforts were not- helped by the eco¬ 
nomic data coming out of the U.S 
confirming the weakness of tbe eco¬ 
nomy. 

U.S. interest rates continued to 
decline last week, reflecting market 
expectations that the U.S. Federal 
Reserve would go ahead with a cut in 
tbe discount rate some time in the 
next two weeks, 

' Tbe bearish sentiment towards tiie 
dollar is well-founded, as the weak¬ 
ness of tbe U.S. economy and the 
persistent trade deficit, both point 
towards a lower dollar.

A shortage of meat is expected to 
develop, following the refusal 
yesterday of Industry and Trade 
Ministry workers to sell to wholesal¬ 
ers to protest Industry Minister Ariel 
Sharon's hiring and appointment 
policies. . 

The workers, who say they will 
step up thdr sanctions this week if 
their, demands are not met, said 
Sharon had not honoured an agree¬ 
ment to dismiss workers hired out¬ 
side the normal civil service system. 
They also charged that he had 
appointed at least two commercial 
attaches for political purposes. 

Ministry workers from all over tbe 
country are due to hold a protest 
meeting at the ministry today and 
have vowed to hold up meat sales 
again Tuesday. “We are planning to 
hit other commercial sectors as 
well,” warned Works Committee 
Chairman Haim Oded yesterday. 

The ministry has tbe exclusive 
right to import meat, which it then 
auctions three times a week - Sun¬ 
day, Tuesday and Thursday - from 
its warehouse in Ashdod to the coun¬ 
try's wholesalers. 

Aharon Handelman, the Histad- 
rut’s civil service workers’ repre¬ 
sentative, charged that there were 
two sets of employees at the Industry 
Ministry. Those hired through the 
regular civil service system and those 
hired under special contracts, among 
them price inspectors brought in 
when controls were imposed last 
year as part of the economic stabi¬ 
lization programme. 

A labour dispute arose last year 
over their hiring. The dispute ended 
with an agreement to dismiss them 
by September 1985, but Handelman 
said the workers were still holding , 
their posts at the ministry. i

NURSES 


The nurses are beginning to be 
concerned at their expected loss of 
income from the protracted strike. A 
government decision, as well as an 
opinion given a few years back by the 
then-attornev-general Yitzhak 
Zamir, prohibits paying salaries to 
workers on strike. 

Much of the negotiations between 
the nurses and the Histadrul - 
ostensibly aimed at ending the strike 
- were ’actually devoted to the 
nurses’ efforts to enlist the Histad- 
rui's help in finding a way by which 
the nurses could be paid despite the 
strike. 

Jonathan Karp adds: Nurses and 
hospital officials yesterday denied 
reports that volunteers had been 
sent away from hospitals so as to 
prevent strike-breaking. They said 
that there were too many volunteers 
in many hospitals and that they were 
restricted to performing non- 
medical duties, and therefore their 
utility was limited. 


Health Ministry pronouncements 
that a solution to the muses* strike is 
imminent. 

“During the doctors strike, they 
announced every day that it would be 
over within days. And they repeated 

that for the entire three months of tbe 

strike. The truth is that Health 
Minister Gur doesn’t have any influ¬ 
ence over tbe nurses, nor can he sway 
the Treasury, which is the real power 
broker in this matter.” 

Despite Health Ministry assertions 
to the contrary, Ishai stands by fee 
IMA’s statement of last week that 
people were dying as a direct result of 

the strike. “The Tact is.” he says, 
“that more people die in the hospharis 
when they receive inadequate medic¬ 
al treatment; there is no doubt in my 
mind that fewer nurses in the hospit¬ 
als mean inferior medical attention.” 

“Doctors have a duty to stop peo¬ 
ple in this country from continuing to 
live in a fool's paradise,'* he adds. 

The Hadassah hospitals in Jeru¬ 
salem hare accepted several hun¬ 
dred volunteers since the strike be¬ 
gan. according to spokeswoman 
Ruth Mckel. She said that thc> are 
feeding and cleaning the patients, as 
well as doing clerical work. “No 
volunteer has* been sent away." she 
said. 

The nurses' action committee 
yesterday reiterated its policy of 
allowing hospitals to accept volun¬ 
teers. It issued appropriate instruc¬ 
tions to the hospitals.

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Cabinet dithers 


YESTERDAY’S CABINET decision not to decide on Bank of 
Israel Governor .Michael Bruno's request for government 
authority to s»ispend Raphael Recanati from the chairmanship 
of the Israel Discount Bank bodes ill for the maintenance of the 
rule of law in the land, and for the reaffirmation of those 
unwritten norms of conduct that are, or should be. as compell¬ 
ing as formal law. 

The government gave itself another week “to study the 
issue” as if the issue had not been made crystal-dear by the 
Bejski Commission and even earlier by the State Comptroller, 
and as if it had not been thrashed out in detail by the Knesset 
Control Committee. The government had dragged its feet for 
nearly three months on whether to formally adopt the recom¬ 
mendations of the Bejski Commission. Had it adopted them, 
the authorization to Governor Bruno to take action would have 
been a matter of routine. 

Instead, the cabinet yesterday procrastinated again, and the 
real issue underlying the suspension of Raphael Recanati is in 
danger of being obscured by a tangle of legal technicalities. 

The real issue is not whether the recommendations of the 
Bejski Commission are binding upon the board of directors of a 
so-called private or semi-public bank. By a constitutional 
convention made explicit by former attorney-general Yitzhak 
Zamir after the Kahan Commission, they are binding upon the 
government. By the elementary rules of propriety, they must 
be binding upon all others as well. 

Nor is it relevant whether the letter of the Bank of Israel law 
explicitly empowers the governor of the central bank to 
suspend the recalcitrant Mr. Recanati. The law did not foresee 
the banks' - and foremost among them Discount Bank's - 
reckless business conduct involving the publication of mislead¬ 
ing financial statements, dishonest advice to customers and 
criminal betrayal of public trust, all starkly revealed by the 
Bejski Commission. 

Had they minimal decency, all those directly responsible for 
bringing the banks' house of cards down in October 1983, Mr. 
Recanati surely among them, would have resigned right then. 
No commission of inquiry would thus have been necessary. 

Governor Bruno has refused to be deterred by legal technica¬ 
lities such as those pointed out in the oracular advice he was 
given by Attorney-General Yosef Harish. The question, he 
pointed out in his reply to the attorney-general, is not whether a 
bank is at present unable ‘To meet its obligations” or “to return 
an asset entrusted to it." The question is whether the bank's 
“directors or managers have acted in a manner likely to impair 
the proper conduct of its affairs” - and that plainly depends not 
only on what these mangers are doing now or may do in the 
future. It depends also on their past conduct. 

Those who were responsible for putting the interests of the 
controlling shareholders above those of other shareholders and 
of depositors; for systematically misleading the public and the 
regulatory authorities and for telling untruths to the Bejski 
Commission itself, are unfit to be entrusted with the public’s 
money, and they have shorn away the basis of trust that must 
prevail between them and the regulatory authorities. 

Attorney-General Harish's ambiguous counsel left the final 
responsibility in the matter to be discharged by Governor 
Bruno. The governor, backed by the Examiner of Banks, Galia 
Maor, by the Bank of Israel's legal advisers, as well as by the 
statutory Licensing Committee, has courageously interpreted 
the competence given him by the Banking Ordinance so as to 
conform not merely with the letter of the law, but with the basic 
norms underlying the law. 

There is a real danger that the government, in which 
politically motivated abhorrence of the institution of judicial 
commission of inquiry, is now rife may next Sunday fail to grant 
Governor Bruno the authorisation he requires by law. That 
would be a slap in the face to the Bejski Commission. It would 
also impair the very’ institution of commissions of inquiry. And 
it would mean that the position and authority of the newly* 
appointed governor of the 
undermined. 

None of this must be allowed to happen.

General Ghazi Kan nan. head of 
the Syrian Army's intelligence ser¬ 
vices in Lebanon, told the Lebanese 
daily As-Sajir that the arrival of 
Syrian troops did not constitute a 
“military intervention.” 

Radio Amman quoted Abdul 
Halim Khaddam. Syria's vice presi¬ 
dent. to the effect that more army 
units might be deployed in West 
Beinit in two weeks, if necessary, to 
bring order to the city. 

Some Syrian units were yesterday 
stationed in the Halde area at a 
roadblock controlling the southern 
entrance to Beinit. according to 
Radio Monte Carlo. 

The radio reported that they were 
coordinating activities with Amal 
militiamen and tighten from Walid 
Jumblait’s Lebanese Progressive 
Socialist Parry. The checkpoint con¬ 
trols approaches to South Lebanon 
and the mountains east of Beirut, 
observers said. 

President Amin Jemayel yester¬ 
day maintained an official silence 
regarding the new Syrian presence, 
amid unofficial reports that he 
opposed the deployment. 


Beirut newspapers yesterday pub¬ 
lished a statement by an unnamed 
Lebanese source saying that the Sy¬ 
rian deployment took place without 
a Lebanese “decision or request.’* 
But other prominent Christian 
politicians made favourable com¬ 
ments about the new Syrian pre¬ 
sence. 


"If this entry ends the chaos in 
West Beirut and then puts a stop to 
the civil war. there will be no prob¬ 
lem." said former President Camille 
Chamoun. who serves as finance 
minister in the Lebanese cabinet. 


A Beirut weekly reported that the 
U.S. had tacitly agreed to let Syria 
act in Lebanon as long as it pre¬ 
vented PLO leaders from returing to 
West Beinit. 


The report, gathered from di¬ 
plomatic sources by the French- 
language Nouveau Magazine, was 
quo ted"yesterday by Kol Yisrael. 

The report also stated that Syria 
would receive financial and econo¬ 
mic assistance from Washington in 
return for its cooperation. 

Meanwhile, armed groups belong¬ 
ing to the PLO's Fatah wing re¬ 
portedly arrived in Sidon recently by 
way of the city's port, according to 
Radio Free Lebanon. The groups 
have based themselves in the Mia 
Mia and Ain al-Hilweh camps east of 
Sidon. At the same time, the rival 
Shi’ite AMal militia has been streng¬ 
thening its positions in the Sidon 
area, the report stated. 
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ONE OF the most universal roman¬ 
tic themes of the 20 th century is the 
emigration of people from lands of 
hardship to a new successful life in 
the Promised Land of Milk and Hon¬ 
ey - the United States. 

" The recently released Absorption 
Ministry figures for aliya and yerida 
for 19S5 - a record low of 11.400 
Jews who came to Israsel to live, and 
a near record high of 15,300 who left 
- should come as no surprise. Why 
would American Jews wish to lose 
their roles as perhaps the most suc¬ 
cessful minority group in the history 
of the great American success story, 
and why wouldn't Israeli, Soviet and 
South African Jews not wish to be a 
part of it? 

Suggestions to increase aliya and 
stem, yerida usually run along the 
lines of economic reform to increase 
employment opportunities, political 
change to decrease bureaucracy, and 
serious efforts to resolve our security 
situation. But it is unlikely that even 
these steps to improve life in our 
society would on their own dissuade 
Jews from moving to or remaining in 
the goldene medina. 

We live in an age of American 
heilenism that has overtaken Israel 
as much as it has the rest of the 
world. Thomas Friedman, writing in 
the Sunday New York Times Maga¬ 
zine (May 25), posited that “Amer¬ 
ica in a way. has become the biggest 
challenge to Zionism^ and as power¬ 
ful a magnet for Jews as is Israel.”

THE ZIONIST vision is currently 
being overshadowed in the media by 
the American dream. Shcharansky’s 
arrival at Ben-Gurion airport was a 
brief, one-time moment of inspira¬ 
tion; YentI and Tevye will be getting 
on that boat for America untold 
times on TV and movie screens 
around the world for years to come. 
Each week in the Kane and Abel 
series on Israel Television Israelis 
watch Polish immigrant Abel Ros- 
novski grow richer in his new home¬ 
land. 

* The Israeli-American has already 


begun to join the long line of Amer¬ 
ican ethnic stereotypes. How long 
before the child of an Israeli- 
American writes his version of Irving 
Howe’s The World of Our Fathers, 
that instead of looking back at the 
East European ghetto, the Lower 
East Side, fondly remembers the 
Israeli neighbourhood in Queens 
when the new immigrants still owned 
falafel stands and spoke Hebrew. 

It can be argued that inflated 
Zionist rhetoric is no longer 
appropriate when it is so obviously 
contradicted by realities in Israel. 
However, early Zionists Hke Herzl 
and Ahad Ha'am demonstrated how 
such rhetoric could eventually alter 
political reality. The “cultural Zion¬ 
ism" they advocated no longer ex¬ 
ists, except in certain religious quar¬ 
ters, right-wing settlements, in the 
territories, and left-wing kibbutzim- 
isolated pockets that cannot influ¬ 
ence the mainstream of Jewish life 
here in Israel or the Gola. 

If Zionism insists on being the 
only political movement of the 20 th 
century (besides the now defunct 
Back to Africa movement among 
American Blacks) to encourage- 
dtizens of the U.S. to leave their 
country, it is going to need words far 
stronger than “Come Join the Fami¬ 
ly.” 

The poems and songs of the 
Second Aliya may refer to a past 
milieu, but we would .do well to try 
and recapture some of their spirit. 
When my great-grandparents ar¬ 
rived in New York harbour on the 
boat from Europe 90 years ago, they 
were greeted by die towering symbol 


WHEN I arrived last year at Haifa 
port on the boat from Greece, there 
was no such monument there to 
inspire me. It is too bad that at the 
time I didn’t yet know the words 
Y.H. Brenner wrote in 1917: “It was 
beautiful then. The great sea was 
ravishing, and the bay in Haifa dou¬ 
bly so. You see. I really did believe 
in beauty then...in the beauty of 
nature, of the cosmos, and of some¬ 
thing even higher than that. But of 
course, that too.was only nerves!” 


Of course, such sentiments cannot 
be willed into existence by an edito¬ 
rial. a committee, or an office. Ulti¬ 
mately, they must spring from some 
conespodtiing reality of spirit in the 
grass-roots of a society. And a lead¬ 
er, too, can inspire renewal of pride 
in a culture as President Reagan has 
demonstrated. Peihaps when our 
politicians make their frequent 
appearances on American TV shows 
on Mid-East politics, they should 
demand a moment to speakoh the 
pride of Israelis and the need for 
olim. 


The World - Zionist Organization, 
the official operating body of Zionist 
movement, is also badly in need of a 
change of attitude. It would db well 
to offer more than token encourage¬ 
ment to the few genuine aliya move¬ 
ments it keeps on its fringes, such as 
Telem and Tetrila. The Information 
Department might spend less of its 
efforts trying to convince non-Jews 
that Zionism isn't racism, and much 
more to try to remind Jews, exactly 
what Zionism is. This lumbering, 
lifeless bureaucracy must infuse it¬ 
self with a new spirit, especially now 
that one of its officials has declared 
that 1987 will be ‘‘the year of aliya 
and absorption.” 

Now that’s what I call “nerves.”

RABBI ABRAHAM Perimutter 
J1844 : 1926) was 75 years old 
when he was elected in 1919 to the 
first Polish parliament (Sejm). The 
police had to protect him from a 
threatening crowd of Polish hooli¬ 
gans shouting: “Jew! Go back to 
Palestine!” when he made his way to 
a festive Sejm opening. Poles were 
celebrating their newly-won free¬ 
dom after a century of foreign 
occupation, but Perimutter had very 
little to be happy about - in Lvov 
General Haller's soldiers had set fire 
to the Jewish quarter and there were 
pogroms everywhere. 

Perlxnutter’s opening speech to 
the Polish parliament should be 
noted and remembered by all stu¬ 
dents of Jewish history. “The Jews 
are not a blade of grass that bends to 
every wind,” the septuagenarian 
patriarch declared. 

”No!” he shouted, “The Jew is an 
oak tree that bolds its head high! 
Iron can cut it into pieces; a bolt of 
hghtning can fell it; die wind can tear 
it up by the roots. But to break up 
our granite will, to crush our tough 
soul, which are a product of our 
thousand-year national and social 
existence - that no storm wind,-no 
iron, and no lightning can do! Israel 
bas been too long in Europe for 
anyone to tell us to go to another 
country, even a country that flows 
with milk and honey, like Pales¬ 
tine....” 


Anatomy of 
a miracle

■ Perimutter’s speech did not earn him 
prolonged applause from his dis¬ 
mayed Polish colleagues. On the 
contrary, many of them were furious 
with his official Agudat Yisrael dec¬ 
laration. They found little satisfac¬ 
tion in the rabbi’s bold statement 
that the Jews could not be expected 
to leave their land until the advent of 
the Me ssiah who for them, as Catho¬ 
lics, had already arrived. 

Perimutter’s statement that the 
Jews would not allow theinselves td 
be robbed of their rights also 
annoyed them. They resented his 
references to Divine Providence, for 
this mmimalized their own militaxy 
contribution to Poland's redemp¬ 
tion. They believed that it wasn’t 
entirely the finger of the Almighty, 
but their own struggle for independ¬ 
ence which moulded their destiny. 

The vast majority of Polish Jews, 
however, heartily welcomed Perl- 
mutter’s timely statement and 
accepted Agudat Yisrael’s policy as 


“We believe," Perimutter proudly 
continued, “that a time will come 
when the Jewish State will be rebuilt 
in Jerusalem. We are strengthened 
in this belief by the miracle of Po¬ 
land's regained independence.... 
For 125 years no one believed this 
was possible, but God’s mercy has 
nevertheless shown that this can 
happen, not by power of the sword, 
but by Divine Providence. It will 
happen this way with the Jews too.... 
One day the trumpet of the Messiah 
will be heard calling: ‘Jews - to 
Palestine!*...” 

“But until that divine summons 
comes,” Perimutter raised his voice, 
“we must live safely and securely in 
this land, together with its other 
inhabitants, in the land in which our 
fathers lived and in which the bones' 
of generations of our families lie 
buried. We shall eat the bread of this 
land and drink tbe milk of the newly-, 
established Mother Poland....”

sider themselves as guests in a fore¬ 
ign country. They welcomed the ad¬ 
vent of Polish independence as a 
beginning of a new era in gentfle- 
Jewish relations. Perimutter’s state¬ 
ment railed them just fine and his 
- speech henceforth became the cor¬ 
nerstone of Agudat Yisrael’s Polish 
policy. 

While we realize today the tragic 
consequences of such a shortsighted 
policy we must admit that Perimut¬ 
ter was nobody’s fool.' On the con¬ 
trary, he was a wise and popular 
statesman who enjoyed widespread 
support. He was one of those genial 
and experienced sages who, in spite 
of their frequently gentle and sub¬ 
missive appearance, ruled their 
ghettoes with an iron fist. 


THERE IS no need to explain that 


PERLMUTTER’S MESSIANISM 
was born out of his deep faith and 
strengthened by a long and bitter 
historical experience. He believed 


that an ul tima te miracle would emp¬ 
ty Poland >and bring salvation and 
independence to the Jewish people. 
One wonders what he fedt at his 
deathbed 60 years ago when the 
newly-created Poland badly dis¬ 
appointed its Jewish dtizens. . What 
would he think- if he could now see 
the Jewish graveyards of Mother 
Poland? Moreover, one wonders 
what his thoughts would have been 
had he been able to walk the streets 
of today’s united Jerusalem. 

One would expect that he would 
have recognized a miracle. After all, 
he proudly recognized the Polish 
miracle in his day. Perimutter loved 
Jewish history and be mast have 
been aware that while it was Cyrus 
who allowed die exiles to return to 
their homeland, it was the. group 
who seized tins opportunity that buut 
the Second Commonwealth.- He 
must also have noted that the Tal¬ 
mud blames those who stayed be¬ 
hind in. the Babylonian green pas¬ 
tures for the tragic fall of the Second 
Temple. Providence led the Jewish 
slaves across the Red Sea, but where 
would they have been but for the 
leadership of Moses and Joshua? 
Isn't Israel's reality today similar in 
texture and ambitions to the original 
biblical experience? Isn’t Israel’s in¬ 
dependence, won against such over¬ 
whelming odds, another biblical 
mirade? 

Perhaps the rabbi’s descendants 
would bitterly comment that their 
Polish brothers died for kiddush 
has hem. They will argue that the 
original Polish independence did not 
last long enough to sustain the mira¬ 
cle. But while the Poles may not be 
entirely free, they still live in their 
own land, speak their own language 
and proudly preserve their faith and 
old traditions. Bat the Agudat 
Yisrael-educated children in Israel 
speak and act in the language of the 
Diaspora. Israel is for them the con¬ 
tinuation of exile. 

Everyone is entitled to his own 
beliefs and opinions. But maybe the 
time has come for all those who still 
doubt the reality and promise of 
Israel to ask themselves some penet¬ 
rating questions. Is there no lesson 
to be drawn from our most recent 
history? And if they are worried by 
our present internal dissension, then 
isn't that all the more reason to work 
for mutual understanding and sus¬ 
tain the miracle?
